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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language. 

Claims 13-14, 16-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Fielding et al. (6,250,763). 

Fielding et al. disclose a projection display arrangement 
comprising: 

a projection unit (409); 

optical means, including a prism arrangement and digital 
mirror device which splits incident light into light which 
travels to the projection unit and light which is sent to a beam 
dump remote from the other optical components. 

As noted in column 5 Lines 47-54, the beam dump may be 
comprised of black absorbing material including a heat sink. 
The heat sink may further be attached to additional heat 
dissipation components. As best as the holding member may be 
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interpreted from the claims, the device of Fielding inherently 
comprises housing for mounting components with a portion 
"holding" the projection member. The remote location of the 
beam dump allows for the interspaced air as well as the prism 
unit to perform heat insulation function between the light 
absorbing member and the projection lens. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-12, 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Fielding et al. 

Fielding et al. discloses the invention substantially as 
claimed but does not specify materials of the holding apparatus. 

Fielding does state that the light receiving member may be 
a black absorbing material such as glass, or partially copper. 

Although the inherent holding means is not specified it is 
well known the form housing from material other than glass or 
copper, such as plastics or other metallic materials. As such 
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the limitations of claims 1 and 15 would have been an obvious 

choice in design based upon accepted practice. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 4/21/2003 have been fully 

considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant's statement that Fielding does not teach an 
optical device which divides light into image light which 
travels to a projection unit and unnecessary light which travels 
outside the projection unit is unpersuasive and presents no 
evidence in support of it. Further, it is deemed to be an 
incorrect statement because Figure 4 clearly illustrates the 
separation of modulated and discarded lights. 

Optical elements clearly have "holding means" for all 
elements because the elements can not float in space. The term 
"independent" is relative. The applicant's device is also an 
integral structure and not "independent" under applicant's 
interpretation. The claims are interpreted broadly. 

Applicant's reliance on figures 3 and 6(b) as showing an 
opening to support claim 13 is unpersuasive since no such 
language is present in the claims. 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground (s) of 
rejection presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS
